Topeka, Knn , Jan. 3.— Four white 
men, a negro train porter and thirty 
Mexican laborers lost their lives, and 
fifty-five persons were 
injured when 
two passenger trains on the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railroad col­ 
lided head on four miles west of Vol* 
land, Kau. 
The dead are: 
Julius Barmeister, Davenport, Ta.; 
William T. Miller, Soldier City, Kan.; 
Albert 
I,ink. Topeka, 
Kan.; 
F ra nk 
Sayer, New London. Mo.; Mexican la­ 
borers, num bering supposedly between 
twenty-five and thirty persons; W. ll. 
Osgood, Mitchelltown, la. 
T he fatally injured are: Holy Alva- 
rio, Mexican, 
and Berlalia 
y Barra, 
Mexican. 
William T. Miller 
was riding the 
blind baggage 
and was crushed 
to 
death. 
A m an who has just returned from 
th e wreck says that more than thirty 
persons were burned to death. 
It is Impossible to Identify the dead 
Mexicans. 
The trains were Nos. 20 and 30, run­ 
ning between Chicago 
and El Paso. 
T h e y met 
on a sharp 
curve. 
Fire 
from the lamps in the cars and from 
the locomotives was communicated to 
the splintered 
wreckage, consuming 
five cars of train No. 29, westbound, 
and burning several of the passengers. 
All but 
five of those who 
perished 
are thought to have been Mexican la­ 
borers, who were on their way from 
Columbus Junction. O., to Mexico. 
The officials of the company blame

T h e exact num ber of dead will prob­ 
ably never he known, as the bodies cf 
a num b er of Mexicans were incinerat­ 
ed and tho charred bones crushed to 
ashes by the removal of the wreckage. 


Had Been In Many Wrecks. 


Rock Island engine No. 1334, which 
pulled train No. 29, is the sam e loco­ 
motive that 
drew the Rock 
Island 
passenger train which was wrecked at 
Willard, Kan., In January, 1904, re-" 
suiting in the 
loss of nearly 
twenty 
lives. 
The two wrecks 
occurred at 
points less than thirty miles apart. 
T h e engine has been 
in three other 
wrecks in the sam e locality. 
It is not known to a certainty that 
Julius B arm eister of Davenport, la., 
is dead, but there 
is practically’ no 
chanco that he is alive. 
He wuis one 
of a party of eight hom eseekers from 
Davenport who were 
riding in the 
chair ca*-. 
Shortly before the colli­ 
sion he had gone 
into the smoking 
car, and 
since then his 
companions 
h av e been unable to find any trace of 
him. 
It is thought that he was killed 
end the corpse charred beyond recog­ 
nition. 
At 
the local hospitals 
all the 
In­ 
jured are reported doing 
well with 
th e exception of two Mexicans. 
Twelve bodies which were burned 
beyond recognition lie in a box car at 
Alma. 
A charred body supposed to be th a t 
of a woman has been taken from the 
wreck. 
Various 
pieces 
of 
jewelry, 
blackened by the flames, were found, 
together with a few long hairs stick 
lag to the charred, skull*

age.

party to such a conspiracy.” 
The report of the commissioner first 
deals with the coil famine in North 
Dakota and presen ts conditions found 
in that state. 
Proposed remedies are 
dealt 
with extensively, 
particularly 
those which ra n be 
effected by the 
railroads or tho shippers 
as well as 
those which m ay he considered proper 
for congressional action. Including th e 
evils arising from reconsignment privi­ 
leges, warehousing in cars and from 
appropriation of cars by foreign lines 


Purposed Remedies. 


T he remedies which the commission 
purposes to work out deal with rules 
and regulations as well as a proposed 
and regulation as well as a proposed 
plan for a car clearing house, or ear 
pool, and reciprocal car demurrage. 
Financial loss to a large p ercentage 
of 
the people of the 
N orthwest 
is 
shown to have been caused by failure 
of railroads to prepare 
for a large 
movement of grain. 
Mr. L ane shows 
th a t tho railroads tapping the grain 
belt seem to have been overwhelmed 
by this y e a r’s crop. 
Although in fact 
the crop 
scared}' exceeded 
th a t of 
1905, nor did it equal that of at least 
one other preceding 
year. 
Of this 
situation the report says: 
“ Fifty million bushels of grain, as 
nearly as can be estimated, rem ain on 
the farm s or In the country elevators 
of North Dakota. 
But 38 per cent of 
the crop has been shipped. 
T he conn 
try or line elevators at m any stations 
are full. 
Some of these reached their 
capacity as early 
as Septem ber and 
still contain the grain. 
T ho u san d s of 
bushels 
of w heat are 
covered with 
snow in open bins beside the railroad 
track. 
T he 
farm er 
cannot sell 
be­ 
cause the country dealer cannot buy. 
Tile country 
dealer cannot 
buy b e ­ 
cause the country elevator is still full. 
The country elevator rem ains full be­ 
cause the railroad has not moved the 
grain to the terminals. 
The term inal 
elevators af Duluth, Superior an d Min­ 
neapolis are almost empty and at no 
time during the season have they been 
more than one-third filled.” 
The 
situation 
was 
explained 
by 
President Elliott of the N o rth e rn P a ­ 
cific. who said that In a tte m p tin g to 
handle freight offered they were trying 
to force a three-inch stream through a 
one-inch nozzle, and President Hill of 
the Great Northern, declared that his 
railroad, as

was e n ­ 
deavoring to bore a one Inch hole with 
a half-inch auger. 


Regarded With Much Favor.

BEFORE A C O R O N E R ’S JURY. 


Investigation Being Made Into Balti­ 
more and Ohio Wreck. 
W ashington, Jan. 3.— An Investiga­ 
tion to fix responsibility for the wreck 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad at 
Terra Cotta, D. C., Sunday night has 
been begun h ere before

reason for the 
wreck. 
Nearly fifty witnesses have 
been sum m oned and the Inquiry p ro m ­ 
ises to occupy the entire week. 
The testimony developed the move­ 
ments of tin. trains from the time th ey 
Were both at W ashington Junction u n ­ 
til the accident 
took place. 
No. Cfi, 
the passenger train 
left W ash in gto n 
Junction for W ashington on time. The 
“dead” train, No. 2120, loft a few m in ­ 
utes 
afterwards. 
Engineer 
Hilder- 
brand of the la tte r had special caution 
orders. 
The passenger train stopped 
at every station and the special m a d e 
no stops. 
No. 66 had passed T a k o m a 
Park when No. 2120 was allowed into 
the block 
at Silver 
Springs. 
T he 
train record kept by Dispatcher Dent 
shows that he received 
a m essage 
from the op erato r 
at T a k o m a P a r k 
that 2120 had run by his red signal. 
This message cam e 
seven or eight 
m inutes after Hie train had run past 
the danger signal. 
Dent immediately 
called upon University 
station, th e 
next tow ards W ashington, 
and was 
told that 
No. 66 “ was 
not coming.” 
From this he said lie feared trouble 
and in six or seven minutes h e got 
word from University station Hint Hie 
wreck had occurred. 
Dent said there 
was no cause 
to apprehend 
d an g er 
from the proximity of the two trains 
until the r e a r tra in ran by Hie “ sto p ” 
signal at T akom a.

Iii the best of spirits and not at all 
weakened by bls fifteen days’ entomb­ 
ment In the heart of Granite mountain, 
sixteen miles northeast of Bakersfield, 
Cal., from which lie was released the 
other night, Lindsay It. Hicks the next 
day told the story' of his terrible ex 
perience, says a Bakersfield (Cal.) spe­ 
cial dispatch to the New York Times. 
“It was awful close In there,” he 
snid. “and at first I thought I would 
die like the poor fellows above me did. 
God, that was awful to hear them 
moaning and twisting in the debris, 
dying by Inches from suffocation, blit 
after awhile a cool draft of air came 
sweeping up from below, and I knew 
then that I would never be without 
air, as there would always bo a current 
through crevices. 
“Well, when the crash came I started 
to run up the shaft, keeping along the 
right rail. 
A falling timber struck me, 
aud I fell to the floor, and when I tried 
to get lip I was closed in. 
The timber 
didn’t hurt me much, and Iii a few days 
I w as all right again. 
I never had 
any fear. 
The death struggles of the 
other men were awful. 
After the fifth 
day I knew that I would be saved. 
A 
feeling came over me that God was 
with me. 
I arn grateful to God. and I 
will never go to hell if praying can 
save. 
“And maybe you won’t believe me, 
but sometimes down there I really en­ 
joyed myself. 
That tobacco saved my 
life. 
It is the greatest foodstuff on 
earth, and but for It I would be in 
there a cold corpse right now. 
After 
my plug gave out I tried hard to reach 
an empty sack which lay just above 
Fie. 
I was lying oil my back most of 
the time. 
Tile rats would run around, 
and I bad a bard time keeping them 
from eating the sack. I struck at them, 
but they were almost out of reach. 
“At last two bit it and knocked the 
tobacco sack down. 
There were only 
a few grains in It, but the taste of 
these gave mo renewed life. 
The rats 
became thicker each day, and some 
times it g ive me a shudder when I 
felt one run across my face. 
“Then sometimes I amused myself 
with the bell wire, which fell right iu 
front of mo. 
By pulling a long time I 
broke this, and then 
I would 
play 
tunes with it on my teeth or tinkle the 
ends J aether. 
At last I got so I cold I 
play a good tune on the wire, and 
many a weary hour passed In this 
amusement. 
“I don’t understand why my limbs 
are not all swollen, but only ray knees 
are a Lit sore. 
“I was - » cramped in there that I 
could iud stretch my legs out. and 
when I wanted to rest I would st MN 
oik' of my logs down a crevice and 
stretch. 
You see tilt' back of my troll 
sers is worn out from shifting about. 
When I wanted to sleep, I just put my 
hat on a wheel of the car and rested 
my head on it. 
“ I will stay here awhile and think 
over all the offers I have received. 
Of 
course I knbw I ani somewhat of a 
curiosity, and I do not deny that I con­ 
sider making some easy money. 
One 
thing certain, I will not leave here un­ 
til I have had that Christmas dinner 
with the Doc. 
Ile boasted once too of­ 
ten about that turkey, and I ain going 
to take him at his word about eating 
all the dark and white meat.’* 
The “Doc” to whom Hicks referred 
Is Dr. StlnchOeld, who worked almost 
continuously with the rescuers. 
At the hospital Hicks, through Dr. 
Stinelifiehl, made the following state­ 
ment: 
“I guess I am the happiest man In 
the whole world. 
I was confident from 
the day that the pipe was let down to 
me that I would he rescued. 
My heart 
heat Iii ti mo with the strokes of the 
picks on the face of that tunnel, you 
can bet. 
I am going to thank person­ 
ally every man that helped drive that 
drift. 
I consider myself under obliga­ 
tions which I can never pay to every 
man who has taken any part in my 
liberation. 
“You need not think that my mind Is 
affected by my imprisonment. 
There 
are tilings about it that I will never 
tell to any one because I could not. To 
say to you that my experience w as ter­ 
rible would not be telling half Hie 
story. 
But now I want to forget It all, 
and I think I will be able to, and be­ 
cause of the kindness of tho mon who 
have been helping mo—those In the 
cross cut and the other men who fed 
me and amused me for those long days, 
when if they had not I certainly would 
have gone mad. 
Later I will be glad 
to t»'II the story. 
“Physically I nm feeling fine. 
I feel 
almost as though I could run a race up 
the side of this mountain. 
I am going 
down to Los Angeles just as soon as 
the doctor will let me, if some other 
plans do not interfere. 
I had decided 
to have a little vacation in Los An­ 
geles the day before the cave in. 
I 
would be there now if it had not oc­ 
curred.”

red rose” as ground rental In eastern 
Pennsylvania churches to the descend­ 
ants of those who gave tho ground for 
tile edifices, but it is not generally 
known that hundreds of owners of 
farms are under a similar obligation, 
says the Cincinnati Commercial Trib­ 
une. 
“Red rose rent” is yearly paid every 
second Sunday in June in flu* Lutheran 
church at Manheim, Lancaster county; 
Iii th*? Tulpehocken Reformed church, 
Itbout sixteen miles west of Reading, 
and 
in several edifices in Lebanon 
county, while several congregations in 
Berks arc entitled to observe the event, 
but do not. 
Roses paid on these occasions to rep­ 
resentative's of families whose ances­ 
tors made such provisions are treas­ 
ured as priceless heirlooms, and at 
Manheim they have come from many 
states. 
It is known to few that more than 
IOO years ago great tracts of farm 
land were sold around Reading with 
tin' same stipulation. 
It Is estimated 
that at least 20,(XX) acres of land in 
Berks are subject because of a clause 
in the original deeds to an annual 
ground rent of one red rose. 
Records of the 
Berks 
courthouse 
show that many years before Baron 
Stigol provided for the payment of red 
rose rent by the church at Manheim 
Caspar Wlstar sold land containing tho 
same clause. 
Rod rose rent is mentioned In con­ 
nection with land in Tulpehocken, Mar­ 
ion, Maxatawny, Oley and other town­ 
ships. 
It dates back to 1738. 
The Tulpehocken Reformed church is 
built on land that is subject to “one 
red rose” quit rent. 
The land was 
owned by Caspar Wister, brass button 
manufacturer of Philadelphia. The red 
rose rent has boon paid to tin' Philadel 
phla descendants of On spar Wister for 
some years. 
The most notable ob 
serve nee was In 
1902, 
when thirty 
prominent 
Philadelphia 
Wistars 
at 
tended tile services and were paid 157 
red roses in payment of arrears of 
rent. 
John Page, described as "a gentle 
man from London.” was another ex­ 
tensive real estate speculator iii the 
early colonial period. 
Ile planned to 
I establish a feudal barony along tin* 
j Tulpehocken in 1735. 
Every deed of 
land sold by him contained tile red 
rose clause.
